A FORMER mayor is the 
second member of Newmarket 
Town Council to resign. 

Jane Bailey, last year's town mayor, 
announced her resignation last 
Wednesday in a letter to the current 
mayor, Cllr Mick Jefferys, and the other 
members of the council. 

Bob Cole, who represented the town’s 
Studlands Park ward, stood down the 
week before. 

Both resignations are believed to be 
linked to the absence from meetings for 
more than a year by Cllr Jonathan Richer. 

Cllr Richer, who also represents 
Studlands Park, has said he will return to 
the next full council meeting on Monday. 

He was the subject of a complaint that 
he breached the council’s code of 
conduct related to bullying, intimidation 
and bringing the council into disrepute. 

But he was cleared following a report 
to Forest Heath District Council’s 
standards committee in January. 

Mrs Bailey, who joined the council in 
2007, said her resignation was with 
immediate effect and she would not be 
seeking re-election at next year’s council 
elections. 

She said: “After very serious 
consideration due to the circumstances I 
felt I had no option.

£ 60 k park 
for skaters

A NEW £60,000 skatepark and 
BMX area has been officially 
opened. 

The park at Soham opened on 
Saturday following a joint project 
between Soham Town Council 
and East Cambridgeshire District 
Council.

Woman, 40 
shot in head 


A WOMAN is in 
hospital after a 
shooting incident in 
a village left a man 
dead and a baby 
injured. 

Paramedics said a 40- 
year-old woman was shot 
twice in the forehead and 
a month-old boy suffered 
a bump to the head at an 
address in Feltwell, near 
Brandon, at around 11am 
on Monday. 

About an hour later a 
52-year-old man died after 
suffering gunshot wounds 
to the head near the 
address, said an 
ambulance service 
spokesman. 

Police said the man and 
the woman were “known 
to each other” and 
detectives were not 
looking for anyone else in 
connection with the 
incident. 


Sources said the weapon 
used was a pistol and one 
theory was that the man 
shot the woman, then 
himself. 

Paramedics said the 
woman was being treated 
at Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge, and her 
condition was not life- 
threatening. 

The baby, who sources 
said was thought to have 
been dropped during the 
incident, was also taken to 
hospital. 

“The first call was 
received at 11.14am after a 
40-year-old woman was 
shot twice in the forehead 
at an address on Oak 
Street,” said an ambulance 
service spokeswoman. 

“She, along with a one- 
month-old boy, who had 
suffered a bump to the 
head during the incident, 
was taken to 

Addenbrooke’s Hospital by 


land ambulance. 

“She was conscious and 
breathing normally and 
her injuries were not 
thought to be immediately 
life threatening. 

“At 12.11pm paramedics 
went to the same address 
where there were reports 
of a 52-year-old man 
outside also suffering 
gunshot wounds to the 
head. 

“Crews carried out CPR 
but at 12.31pm he was 
declared dead at the 
scene.” 

Police said officers were 
called to the address after 
“concerns were raised for 
the safety of a female”. 

The police spokesman 
added: “It’s believed that 
the people involved in this 
incident were known to 
each other and there is no 
threat to the wider 
community.” 


Man in court 
after racial 
aggravation 

POLICE narrowly prevented a 
racially-aggravated brawl in 
Newmarket from escalating out of 
control, a court heard. 

Two Asian men had been 
involved in a disturbance with a 
larger group of white men. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard 
that one of the Asian men, Adam 
Shaikh, 30, had been arrested 
because of the way he was 
behaving. 

Shaikh, of Old Station Road, 
Newmarket, pleaded guilty to 
using threatening words and 
behaviour. 

The fight broke out outside KFC 
in High Street on September 26. 

Police officers arrived at the 
scene and heard one of the white 
males shouting towards Shaikh: 
“Let’s kill him” as well as racist 
comments. One of the men also 
threw a bottle. 

Stephen Dyble, mitigating, 
said: “Fortunately the police 
arrived just in the nick of time to 
prevent a pretty nasty incident.” 

Sentencing Shaikh, Judge John 
Devaux conceded there were 
“deeply unpleasant racial 
elements” to the incident. 

Shaikh was given a six-month 
conditional discharge. 


Police appeal 
to attack victim 

POLICE want to trace a man who 
was seen on CCTV being attacked 
in the street. 

The man’s mobile phone was 
damaged when he was attacked in 
Sun Lane, Newmarket, just before 
2.30am on Friday. 

So far he has not reported the 
incident to police, who were 
initially alerted by a CCTV 
operator. 

The attackers, who were earlier 
seen with a third man being rowdy, 
walked off after the incident in All 
Saints Road and through the 
public car park to Queen Street. 

Police have appealed for the 
victim to come forward. They also 
want to hear from anyone else 
who was in the area.

“I am very hon¬ 
oured to have been 
mayor of Newmarket 
and enjoyed carrying 
out my many duties. 

“It is with extreme 
sadness and dis¬ 
appointment that I 
have had to make 
this decision.” 

She said she would 
not comment further 
on the reasons for 
her resignation. 

Mrs Bailey, who 
represented the 
town’s St Mary’s 
ward, previously 


chaired the council’s 
development and 
planning committee 
before becoming 
deputy mayor and 
then mayor. 

During her year in 
office she launched a 
Clean Up Newmarket 
campaign which in¬ 
volved volunteers in

Stable lad faces trial 

A TOP stable lad accused of assaulting his 
girlfriend has had the case against him sent to 
Ipswich Crown Court for trial. 

Stuart Messenger, 47, who is head lad for Sir 
Michael Stoute and won the title Stable Lad of 
the Year, appeared before magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds on Monday when he denied a charge 
of assault occasioning actual bodily harm at 
Newmarket on April 23. He is accused of 
throwing a money box at the woman, who is 
also a stable worker. 

Messenger, of Bury Road, Newmarket, elected 
for Crown court trial on the charge and was 
granted bail until a preliminary hearing on August 
20. His bail was granted on condition that he 
does not contact the woman except in the work 
place between 6am and 6pm. 

Pheasants killed in blaze 

MORE than 2,000 young pheasants died when 
fire swept through a farm. 

The birds died when the sheds at Barcham 
Road, Soham, caught fire. 

The blaze is thought to have started accidentally 
due to a fault in heating equipment. 

Two fire engines from Soham, one from Ely and 
another from Burwell, were called to the blaze 
which broke out at about 9.30am on Sunday. 
Firefighters were at the scene for about three and 
a half hours cooling off 12 gas cylinders which 
were involved in the blaze. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue Service said 11 
pheasant runs were burned and it was under¬ 
stood about 2,500 pheasant chicks died. 

Crews tackle field fires 

FIREFIGHTERS tackled two field fires on Monday 
afternoon. 

Five crews attended a blaze in a field of barley at 
2.45pm. Two crews from Soham, a crew from 
Burwell and two crews from Ely were called to 
the fire at Carter Street, Fordham. 

The fire affected about four acres of barley and 
the cause was accidental. 

Crews from Newmarket, Bury St Edmunds and 
Sudbury were called to French Hall Farm, 
Moulton, at 2.50pm and found a stubble field 
well alight. They allowed a fire in a manure heap 
to burn under supervision. 


A MYSTERY “wonder 
woman” been praised for 
grabbing a steel cable 
which fell across a busy 
road. 

The woman, believed to have 
been a Newmarket racegoer, 
leapt into action when a cable 
stretched across the town’s 
High Street snapped from its 
mountings. 

The cable, which was holding 
a banner advertising the town’s 
carnival - held a week earlier, 
was dangling in the road after 
hitting a car. 

Hilary Humphries, of Dull- 
ingham Road, Newmarket, told 
the Weekly News : “There was a

crack as loud as a pistol shot 
followed by a bang.” 

He said the incident happen¬ 
ed during strong winds just 
after 4pm on Friday. 

The “wonder woman” was 
among a group of racegoers 
waiting for the courtesy bus 
outside the Hughes electrical 
shop in the High Street. 

Mr Humphries said the “lady 
in a colourful outfit” proved the 
heroine of the hour. 

“She dodged the traffic, 
grabbed the cable and ran to 
the far side,” he said. 


She tied the cable to an 
advertising A-board outside the 
Kodak photo shop. 

The banner was removed 
from the remaining part of the 
cable and later contractors with 
a ‘cherry picker’ lift arrived and 
removed the dangling cable. 

Mr Humphies said: “If that 
cable had hit a cyclist or the 
driver of a convertible it would 
have been just awful.” 

Isabelle Barrett, the town 
clerk, said: “We would certainly 
like to thank the ‘wonder 
woman’ for her quick thinking. 
We are most grateful.” 

The cables across the High 
Street are left in position 
permanently although their 


main purpose is to carry the 
town’s Christmas decorations. 

Mrs Barrett said: “The anchor 
points are tested every year 
before we put the lights up and 
about two years ago we put in a 
double loop system which 
should have stopped the cable 
from coming down. We also 
increased the thickness of the 
cable.” 

She said she would be 
discussing the incident with the 
council’s electrical contractors 
to see if any action was needed. 
She said consideration would 
also be given to using mesh 
banners which are not so heavy 
and are not so prone to being 
blown by the wind. 


Burglar chased by householder 


A HOUSEHOLDER chased away 
a burglar he disturbed inside 
his house on Sunday night. 

The burglar was in a house at 
Rous Road, Newmarket, at 
around 10.15pm, and a man’s 
ring was found to have been 
stolen afterwards. 

He is described as white, in 
his mid 20s, with short brown 
hair, of small build with a round 
face and wearing a light 
coloured jacket. He was chased 
towards Lisburn Road. 


Two men were also seen 
running along the street at the 
time.

Late beer garden plans dropped by company 


A PUB company has dropped 
plans to allow customers to use a 
beer garden up to midnight. 

People living near Newmarket’s 
White Hart Hotel objected to a 
licensing application by 
Marston’s, the owners of the pub, 
for permission to use the garden 
for an extra hour on Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday night. 

Use of the garden is currently 
limited to 11pm, but people 


living nearby have complained 
about noise and disturbance. 

Forest Heath District Council’s 
environmental services depart¬ 
ment also objected on noise 
grounds. 

A solicitor acting for Marston’s 
argued that the garden should be 
available later for use by smokers 
who currently cause obstructions 
in the High Street when they 
stand outside the entrance to the 


bar. The pub is currently allowed 
to sell alcohol up to 2am on 
Friday and Saturday nights and 
1.30am on Thursday nights. 

Councillors were due to 
consider the application on 
Monday at a meeting of the 
district council’s licensing act 
sub-committee. 

But the meeting was cancelled 
when the application was 
withdrawn. 


Lead suspect

Houghton, of Carter Street, 
Fordham, was granted bail 
until a preliminary hearing 
at Ipswich Crown Court on 
July 27.

SCRAP metal yards 
were raided and veh¬ 
icles seized in a police 
operation aimed at 
catching metal thieves. 

Around 30 officers from 
the Suffolk, Cambridgeshire 
and Norfolk forces took part 
Operation Tactful which 
targeted suspicious vehicles 
on the All. 

Automatic Number Plate 
Recognition (ANPR) equip¬ 
ment was used to identify 
vehicles which were direc¬ 
ted to a former car sales site 
just off the Fiveways 
roundabout at Barton Mills. 

Checks were carried out 
there by police officers and 
representatives of partner 
agencies including the Veh¬ 
icle Operator Services Agen¬ 
cy (VOSA), HM Revenue 
and Customs, Suffolk trad¬ 
ing standards and the UK 
Border Agency. 

Three pick-up trucks, two 
Fords and a Volkswagen, 
were impounded in the first 
hour of the operations. 

The occupants of one the 
trucks, seized for allegedly 
having no insurance, were 
left to walk off the site 
wheeling a cement mixer 
before they were picked up 
by another vehicle. 

Two people in other 
vehicles were arrested. One 
of them was suspected of 
having stolen metal. The 
other was suspected of 
having a class A drug and a

stolen motorcycle. 

A total of 34 prohibition 
notices were issued requir¬ 
ing vehicles to have faults 
repaired and 71 advisory 
notices were issued. 

One offence of not having 
the appropriate waste lic¬ 
ence was dealt with by the 
Environment Agency. 

The operation was part of 
a national clamp-down on 
metal thieves and followed 
around 150 thefts in West 
Suffolk since April 1. 

A recent spate of thefts in 
Newmarket town centre has 
included the theft of lead 
from the roof of the Town’s 
Guineas shopping centre. 

Other thefts have inclu¬ 
ded copper pipes and 
cables from houses under 
construction and catalytic 
converters from parked 
vans. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Louisa Pepper, of Suffolk 
police who led the 
operation, said she was 
“very happy” with the initial 
results. 

She said: “This kind of 
operation is very important. 
It shows people who steal 
metal that we will use our 
resources to catch them. 

“It’s also about working 
with our partners and other 
regional forces.” 

She said demand for 


metal in emerging econo¬ 
mies such as those in India 
and China had made it 
more lucrative for thieves. 

Cambridgeshire, police 
said that the operation 
was the culmination of a 
“painstaking, 18-month 
inquiry”. 

Deputy Chief Constable 
John Feavyour said: “Our 
aim is to disrupt and shut 
down the market that is 
fuelling this type of offen¬ 
ding, which is not ‘victim- 
less’ and can be very 
disruptive to members of 
the public, businesses and 
organisations.

A DRUNKEN man who 
brandished a knife at 
police before barricading 
himself in his house has 
escaped an immediate jail 
sentence. 

Justin Cook, 34, admitted a 
charge of affray when he 
appeared at Bury St Edmunds 
magistrates court on Monday. 

The court heard that Cook was 
involved in a stand-off with 
police when he waved a knife at 
officers and threatened to fight 
them if they came into his home 
in Newmarket. 

District Judge David Cooper 
told Cook he should go straight 
to prison for his “aggressive and 
frightening behaviour”, but he 
was willing to suspend an 18- 
week prison sentence for a year, 
so that he could keep his job and 
be supervised to tackle his 
drinking problem. 

Nicola Miller, prosecuting, 
said police were called to Cook’s 
home in Beaverbrook Road, at 
10.30pm in June by his partner, 
who said he was shouting and 
swearing.

When the officers arrived they 
could see Cook had a knife on 
the floor in front of him as he 
was sitting on the sofa. 

When approached by police 
Cook got to his feet and 
brandished the knife in a 
threatening stance, with his 
other fist clenched. 

He said it was for protection 
from the police and refused to 
put it down. 

He also said if the officers 
came any closer he would fight 
them. 

Cook then locked the back 
door and pushed a sofa against 
the front door. 

After a period of time he 
opened the door and officers 
came in to arrest him. 

In interview he said an 
argument developed with his 
partner, who had fled the house 
with her children aged eight and 
six, after he had drunk lager and 
vodka. 

He accepted he had been 


“mad at everyone” and said he 
mistrusted the police because 
CS gas had been used against 
him on a previous occasion. 

Lyndon Davies, defending, 
said the case had been 
adjourned previously because 
Cook’s mother was ill and she 
had subsequently died the day 
before this court hearing. 

He was now reconciled with 
his partner and acting as a step¬ 
father to her two children. 

Concerns about his mother 
being so ill had caused him to go 
back to drink, which had led 
him into trouble three years ago. 

Judge Cooper told him: “You 
made a complete fool of 
yourself. 

“Taking into account the 
tragedy about your mother and 
your glowing report from the 
probation service I am going to 
suspend the prison sentence. 

“You must not let yourself 
spiral down again, or you will 
end up in prison and ruin your 
life.”

Driver’s lucky 
escape as winds

A VAN driver 
escaped with min¬ 
or injuries when a 
massive branch 
crashed through 
his windscreen. 

Part of the 2ft 
diameter branch ended 
up in the cab of the 
Ford Transit van after 
the tree fell in Bury 
Road, Newmarket. 

A street light was also 
brought down at the 
Bury Toll traffic lights 
last Thursday. 

The driver, a man in 
his 60s, was taken by 
ambulance to West 
Suffolk Hospital, Bury 
St Edmunds, for 
treatment to minor 
head injuries.

Hall revamp boosted 
by Tattersalls’ gift 



NEWMARKET town 
councillors are hoping 
they will not need to 
borrow any more on top 
of the £1 million they 
have already taken out 
towards the refurbish¬ 
ment of the Memorial 
Hall. 

Extra cash has come in 
towards the £1.2 million 
scheme to revamp the hall 
which is the council’s head¬ 
quarters. The town council

had considered taking out an 
additional £200,000 loan after 
further funding bids were 
turned down. 

But now £10,000 has been 
pledged by racehorse 
auctioneers Tattersalls and it 
is looking more likely that 
£72,000 in “planning gain” 
cash held by Forest Heath 
District Council could be 
released towards the project. 

The cash was deposited by 
Tesco as part of a legal agree¬ 
ment linked to the extension 
of the store in Fordham Road 
more than five years ago. 

The town council also has 
£18,000 from the Corporate 
Regeneration Fund. 

Cllr Chris Turner, who 
chairs the Memorial Hall 
regeneration committee, said: 
“We are extremely pleased 
with the contribution from 
Tattersalls. This takes us up to 
£100,000 of the remaining 
£ 200 , 000 .” 

He said an appeal had been 
lodged against the Big Lottery 


fund’s rejection of the 
council’s grant application for 
£62,000. 

The council has stressed 
that the money it was seeking 
would be used solely towards 
disability access and equip¬ 
ment at the hall. An appli¬ 
cation for £15,000 has been 
made to the CEMEX fund, 
which supports public amen¬ 
ities. 

Cllr Turner said there was 
also the possibility of drawing 
on some of the £400,000 in 
“planning gain” cash 
deposited with the district 
council by Waitrose as part of 
the legal agreements linked 
with the building of the 
current store about five years 
ago. He said a full town 
council meeting on Monday 
would be asked to approve an 
application for a loan of 
£100,000 - if further cash was 
not forthcoming. 

Building tenders for the 
work are due to be sought 
next month and the scheme 
is due to be under way in Sep¬ 
tember. The work is expected 
to be finished in fune next 
year.

Ban for World Cup drinker

Thursday how trainee 
builder Bull decided to drive 
home after watching a World 
Cup match at a pub with 
friends and crashed his blue 
Vauxhall Corsa into a hedge 
near High Street, Swaffham 
Bulbeck, on the evening of 
June 26. 

Describing the incident, 
Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
said: “He was driving his car 
through the town and there 
are a couple of sharp bends. 

“He failed to navigate 


these and drove through 
hedgerow and the vehicle 
ended up on its side. 

“Fortunately, there were 
no serious physical injuries.” 

A roadside breath test 
produced a reading of 
131micrograms in 

lOOmillilitres of breath - 
well over the legal limit of 
35micrograms. 

A second reading two 
hours later at the police 
station found a level of 108 
micrograms, more than 
three times the limit. 

When interviewed by 
police, Bull admitted being 
in a pub since 3pm and 


having four pints of lager, 
but had no memory of the 
crash. 

Bull said he went to the 
pub to watch football with 
friends and initially had no 
intention of driving home 
afterwards. 

Defending himself in 
court, Bull said: “First things 
first I’d just like to apologise. 
I’ve managed to keep my 
job, and I’m just grateful 
that no-one was hurt in the 
incident and I’m OK.” 

Presiding magistrate 
Steven Clayden disqualified 
Bull from driving for a 
period of two years. 


He also handed him a 12- 
month community order, 
told him to do 60 hours of 
unpaid work, and pay £85 
court costs. 

He said: “You will know 
that this is a very high 
reading and you were well 
and truly over the limit. 

“You had a serious 
accident and were lucky not 
to have a serious injury 
yourself. 

“It doesn’t bear thinking 
about if there had been 
children nearby or a car on 
the other side of the road. 
It’s just not worth doing it.”

CENW28 
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Teenager hit by meningitis 
is walking back to happiness 



B uzzing about 
the kitchen - 
making a 

cuppa, checking her 
mobile, fussing the 
dog and all the time 
chatting away - 
Nicole Wilson is a 
bundle of energy. 

The 18-year-old has just 
returned from a shopping 
expedition; when she 
finally settles on the sofa, 
she has to move a bulging 
Dorothy Perkins bag out of 
the way 

“It’s actually a present 
for my boyfriend’s mum,” 
explains Nicole. “I love 
buying presents. People 
have done so many nice 
things for me; I like to do 
nice things for other 
people. It’s all about 
spreading the love, isn’t it?” 

Judging by her smiley 
face and sunny 
disposition, you’d think 
Nicole hadn’t a care in the 
world. In fact, for the last 
two years, every day has 
been a battle. 

Just before her 17^ 
birthday, while on holiday 
in Cyprus, Nicole 
contracted meningitis. A 
potentially deadly brain 
infection, it led to blood 
poisoning and left Nicole 
in a coma fighting for her 
life. 

“At one point, they said 
it would be a miracle if I 
survived the night,” 


When teenager Nicole was struck down with meningitis, doctors 
said she would need “a miracle” to survive the night. Now, despite 
losing both legs below the knee, most of her fingers and the sight in 
one eye, she’s back on her feet and looking forward to the future. 
Interview by ALICE RYAN 


explains the teenager from 
Sutton, near Ely. “They 
gave me a JO per cent 
chance. But here I am - 
I’m still here...” 

Since coming out of the 
coma, Nicole has endured 
a staggering 22 operations. 
She’s lost the sight in one 
eye, most of her fingers 
and both legs below the 
knee. Her kidneys have 
failed, meaning she’s 
reliant on thrice-weekly 
dialysis. And her body was 
thrown into early 
menopause, which means 
she may never have 
children. 

“I do try to be positive, 
but it is very, very, very 
hard sometimes,” admits 
Nicole. “I can still 
remember being told my 
legs had to be amputated: 
it was horrible - it still is 
horrible now, to be honest. 
I don’t think I’ll ever get 
over it. 

“But I do put a brave 
face on. You have to, don’t 
you? You have to get on 
and make the most of 
things. And I truly believe 
that things happen for a 
reason, even if, to start 
with, you don’t really know 


what that reason is.” 

Before Nicole fell ill, she 
was a keen dancer: on 
leaving school, she won a 
place at the famous Italia 
Conti dance academy. “I’d 
always loved dancing, 
since I was little,” she 
remembers. “But, after a 
week at Italia Conti, I 
decided I didn’t like it and 
came home. I went off on 
holiday planning to return 
to studying when I got 
back, but my plans got cut 
short...” 

One morning, a few 
days into the holiday, 
Nicole woke up feeling 
poorly: tired, achy and 
burning hot. Away with a 
friend and her parents, the 
teenager says she tried to 
pull herself out of it, 
dressing and going to lie 
by the pool. But, unable to 
face food or drink, Nicole 
just felt progressively 
worse; getting in the water, 
in attempt to cool down, 
by the time she got out she 
could barely walk - the 
aching in her ankle joints 
had turned into shooting 
pain. 

“Painful joints is actually 
a symptom of meningitis, 


not that I knew that at the 
time,” she adds. “I went 
back to the hotel room to 
have a lie down, but I had 
to get up every five 
minutes to be sick. My 
friend got her mum who 
called another lady who 
was on holiday with us - 
she was a nurse and she 
said we should go to 
hospital, just to be on the 
safe side.” 

Nicole noticed two little 
red pinpricks had 
appeared on her leg. 
“That’s when ‘meningitis’ 
first went through my 
head; everybody 
associates a rash with 
meningitis,” she says. “But 
I was sent home again and 
told to just take 
paracetamol and drink 
plenty of water.” 

Late that night, Nicole’s 
health took a dramatic 
dive. Still being sick, 
aching all over and 
burning hot, she stumbled 
to the bathroom and 
noticed that almost her 
entire body was covered in 
violent red pinpricks. 

The red marks, signs of 
the spreading infection in 
Nicole’s bloodstream, were 
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the size ‘of coins, like five 
pence pieces and two 
pence pieces’. Each has 
left a scar on her skin; in 
total, she’s got 178 scars 
across her body. 

“They were coming up 
every five seconds,” she 
recounts. “And I was 
getting breathless. I 
thought it was because I 
was panicking - in fact, 
my lungs were filling up 
with fluid.” 

The adults called the 
hospital, where staff said 
Nicole should hang on 
and come back in the 
morning. But the nurse 
she was holidaying with 
insisted she return to 
hospital straight away. “If 
I’d waited I wouldn’t be 
here,” says Nicole. “It’s as 
simple as that.” 

Swiftly transferred to a 
second hospital, Nicole 
says everything passed in 
a blur. “By that stage I 
couldn’t walk; one thing I 
do remember is the 
doctor carrying me out to 
the ambulance in his 
arms, like a baby,” she 
says. “And the rash was 
changing colour, turning 
black.” 

Moved to a third 
hospital, deemed best 
equipped to help her, 
Nicole slipped into a 
coma; it was, she admits, 
touch and go whether 
she’d survive the night. 

She was diagnosed with a 
bacterial form of 
meningitis (inflammation 
of the protective 
membranes round the 
brain, known as the 
meninges). The infection 
had developed into blood 
poisoning - meningo¬ 
coccal septicaemia. Her 
blood pressure was 
plummeting, her kidneys 
and adrenal system had 
ceased to work and her 
heart was weak. 

Yet, wired up to a 
ventilator, a dialysis 
machine and endless 
drips, Nicole fought on; 12 
days later, she opened her 
eyes. “I couldn’t move 
anything, not even an 
eyelid,” she recalls. “It was 
so scary. To start with I 
thought I must have been 
in a car accident. I hadn’t a 


clue I had meningitis...” 

By that stage, Nicole’s 
parents had flown out to 
be with her. She and her 
dad were helicoptered 
back to the UK, where she 
was admitted to 
Addenbrooke’s; on route, 
her heart stopped beating 
and she had to be 
resuscitated. “On that 
journey I thought ‘This is 
it now, I’m not going to 
make it’,” she recounts. 
“People who’ve had near¬ 
death experiences always 
say they could see a white 
light and I did see one. 

And I had all these weird 
dreams about angels... ” 

Back in Cambridge, 
Nicole still wasn’t out of 
danger. In intensive care 
for weeks, she battled 
pneumonia and suffered 
two serious stomach 
bleeds: every time she 
seemed to be getting 
stronger, she suffered a 
setback. 

Keeping her legs and 
hands wrapped in foil, to 
encourage blood 
circulation, doctors fought 
to save them. But the 
septicaemia had caused 
irreversible damage; 
gradually, the medics had 
to admit defeat - and tell 
Nicole she would lose 
most of her fingers and 
both legs. 

“It is hard to get your 
head round something 
like that,” adds Nicole. “If 
I’m honest, I didn’t think 
I’d walk again.” 

After six months in 
hospital, Nicole came 
home, in a wheelchair, 
just in time for Christmas 
2008. She says her parents 
- Bev and Wayne, who 
both quit work to care for 
her - were “amazing”, and 
credits her older sisters 
Carly and Stacey, her 
nanas Shirley and Janet 
and her auntie Lesley with 
helping her cope. 

Thanks to intensive 
rehab, her family’s 
encouragement and her 
own determination, 

Nicole has learned how to 
write, eat and even walk 
again: now the proud 
owner of two sets of state- 
of-the-art prosthetic legs - 
one a pair of bouncy 


running blades - she is 
literally back on her feet. 

Nicole’s legs, which cost 
an incredible £36,000, 
were paid for thanks to 
friends, family and even 
strangers who’ve made 
donations and held 
fundraisers. 

“I can’t thank those 
people enough,” she adds. 
“Someone came to the 
door the other day with 
£600 then, a couple of 
days later, someone else 
came round with another 
£700. They’ve been so 
generous.” All the money 
is going into a special 
trust. 

The next major hurdle 
is, she says, getting a new 
kidney. With neither of her 
parents eligible to donate 
a kidney, Nicole is 
currently on the donor 
waiting list. 

Against the odds, Nicole 
has regained 95 per cent 
use of her hands. 
Determined to be 
independent, she’s taught 
herself howto do 
everything from her own 
hair and make-up to 
getting in and out of the 
bath unaided. 

Looking to the future, 
Nicole is currently 
working towards an NVQ 
in beauty therapy and has 
just passed her driving 
test. Among her ambitions 
is raising public 
awareness of meningitis. 

“I don’t think people 
realise quite how serious it 
can be,” she adds. “If 
anyone has a high 
temperature, sickness, 
aching joints I’d say ‘Get 
yourself checked out’: it’s 
better to be safe than 
sorry.” 

Having meningitis has, 
Nicole admits, changed 
her life completely. “I do 
feel angry sometimes, but 
I know none of this is 
anyone’s fault, it’s just the 
way the world goes,” she 
adds. “And it’s made me 
look at life differently: I 
don’t take anything for 
granted and I live every 
day as if it could be my 
last, which is no bad thing, 
is it?”

is now and has no 
problem telling people 
that he has Asperger 
syndrome.

Music and 
dance meet 
at festival 


T he marriage of music and dance 
will form the centrepiece of this 
year’s Cambridge Summer 
Music Festival, which is in full swing. 

The month-long festival, taking place at 
venues across the city, will combine timeless 
works by the likes of Chopin, Bach, Stravinsky 
and Paganini with the ebullient rhythms of 
Spanish flamenco and Brazilian Capoeira in an 
innovative celebration of music and 
movement. 

This year’s programme promises exciting 
premieres and innovations, as well as the 
return of some firm favourites, resulting in a 


joyous tribute to the wealth of classical and 
contemporary music in its many forms. 

The feast of music continues this week 
with the Aurora Orchestra at the Cambridge 
Corn Exchange tomorrow, who will take 
audiences on a journey to South America with 
their collaboration with capoeira group, 

Cordao de Ouro, combining the skills of one 
of the most dynamic forces in British classical 
music with the visual excitement of 
Afro-Brazilian martial dance. 

On Saturday, The Dante Project at 
Emmanuel Reformed Church sees Dante’s 
journey of enlightenment through Hell, 
Purgatory and Paradise vividly re-imagined 
and choreographed by Susie Crow (Ballet in 
Small Spaces) to music by Beethoven, Ligeti, 
and Cambridge’s own Jeremy Thurlow. 

Dance also plays a central role within a 
number of other concerts, as found in Bach’s 
suite movements and Stravinsky ballet music 
and other transcriptions of dances being 
performed on the organ. 

The festival has often served as a platform 
for showcasing complete works, and this year 
there are two, both for violin. All Brahms sees 
award-winning soloist and chamber musician 
Victoria Sayles performing Brahm’ three 
violin sonatas, with accompaniment from 
Martin Cousin on piano, while international 
virtuoso Jack Glatzer will perform two 
recitals of Bach and Paganini, in which he 
plays the entire Paganini Caprices.

EVERY night, the dream world 
provides a temporary and blissful 
escape from reality. As we slip into 
an unconscious haze, the brain 
downloads all of the useless 
information we’ve absorbed during 
the day, files anything important and 
reboots. 

Occasionally our dreams can be so 
vivid we could swear they were real, 
and it’s this tantalising confusion of 
fact with fantasy that underpins 
Christopher Nolan’s hugely 
ambitious thriller. 

Inception heaves at the seams with 
complex scientific ideas that demand 
patience from the audience. 

As Batman Begins and The Dark 
Knight proved, the writer-director can 
orchestrate action sequences with 
aplomb but the vicarious, adrenaline- 
charged thrills of this film are purely 
a sideshow unless you understand 
and accept the script’s meticulous, 
twisted logic. Those who take the 
leap with Nolan are in for a mind- 
bending treat. 


In the hi-tech world of corporate 
espionage, brilliant thief Dorn Cobb 
(DiCaprio) and his team are 
unparalleled. They infiltrate the minds 
of powerful men and women and 
when the unsuspecting targets enter 
the fragile dream state, Dorn 
plunders their subconscious of its 
priceless secrets. 

Powerful businessman Saito 
(Watanabe) approaches Cobb with a 
proposition: to plant a single idea in 
the mind of rival Robert Fischer Jr 
(Murphy) before he inherits the 
company from his terminally ill 
father, Maurice (Postlethwaite). 

Dorn enlists the services of regular 
right-hand man Arthur (Gordon- 
Levitt), novice dream architect 


Ariadne (Page), talented forger 
Eames (Hardy) and chemist Yusuf 
(Rao), who mixes the powerful 
sedative that allows them to slip into 
dreams within dreams within 
dreams. 

However, Dorn conceals a terrible 
secret from the team: the projection 
of his self-destructive late wife, Mai 
(Cotillard), could escape his dreams 
and sabotage the entire mission. 

By the team realises the threat, it’s 
already too late. 

Inception is elegantly realised and 
editor Lee Smith cuts back and forth 
between the different dreamscapes 
with flair, showing how events in one 
supposed reality have dramatic 
repercussions in another.

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Taste of the orient, fresh 
from your veggie patch 


hecking out the 
price of bags of 
oriental greens at 
the supermarket is 
enough to make most 
gardeners want to grow 
their own. 

You can pay pounds for bags 
of mixed greens which add 
flavour to tangy salads and 
quick stir-fries, but all too often 
you don’t use the whole bag in 
one sitting, so the rest is left 
hanging around in the fridge 
until it turns into an inedible 
green soggy mass. 

It would be so much easier 
to pick the leaves you need 
straight from your garden, so 
there’s less waste and 
guaranteed freshness. 

With this in mind, Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers’ 
Association magazine, tested 
14 types of oriental veg to see 
how well they can grow either 
in your vegetable patch or in 
containers on the patio. 

Researchers grew eight leafy 
vegetables in 30cm containers 
filled with peat-free compost. 
One pot of each was treated as 
a cut-and-come-again crop, 
while a second pot was left to 
produce larger plants. All were

sown three times - in late 
March, late May and late luly. 
Slower growing veg were grown 
in the ground. 

Cut-and-come-again crops 
which were trialled included 
mizuna, mustard greens and 
amaranth, while other popular 
veg included pak choi, Chinese 
cabbage and giant radishes. 

Among the easiest and 
quickest was mizuna, which 
can be added to salads and stir 
fries and is best grown on its 
own as it can outgrow and 
swamp most other salad 
plants. As a baby leaf it 
produced 300g per pot from a 
March sowing from the first cut 
and 185g from the second cut. 
Summer sowings proved less 
prolific and the young plants 
were damaged by flea beetles. 

The tests found pak choi, 


which is delicious lightly 
steamed and served with garlic 
and oyster sauce, is easy to 
grow from seed, although it’s 
slower than other oriental 
greens. The best results were 
seen from the early sowing but 
later batches were also 
successful so it’s worth planting 
throughout the summer, 
although not just after 
midsummer when it will bolt. 

Chinese cabbage is best 
allowed to grow into a mature 
plant so it was grown in the 
ground. It was sown into small 
pots in mid-June and planted 
out in July - don’t sow any 
earlier or it will bolt - and 
forms a dense heart like an 
iceberg lettuce. You’ll need to 
cover it in fine netting to keep 
caterpillars at bay and it may 
be susceptible to mildew and 
mealy aphid, although the 
outer leaves can be thrown 
away. In the tests, when 
harvested, each head weighed 
just over lOOg. 

Mustard greens, which have 
a strong, peppery flavour, are 
also best used as a cut-and- 
come-again crop to perk up 
salads. The most successful 
sowing in the trial was the 
earliest sowing of the large- 
leaved ‘Red Giant’, as later 


sowings suffered from flea 
beetle damage. Other types 
worth trying are ‘Golden 
Streaks’ and ‘Green Frills’. 

Amaranth, which if allowed 
to grow larger can be cooked 
like spinach, did better from 
later sowings, producing plants 
up to 25cm tall which didn’t 
attract flea beetles and was less 
prone to bolting. It can also be 
used as a cut-and-come-again 
crop to add to baby leaf salads. 

Among the most impressive- 
looking vegetables were mooli 
and beauty heart radishes. 
Mooli was sown in mid-July, 
thinned to 30cm apart and by 
late August they had produced 
massive white roots weighing 
up to 750g each and are ideally 
used grated in salads. Beauty 
heart produced large round 
roots with brightly coloured 
centres, sown similarly to 
mooli. Researchers found that 
the quality was variable and 
concluded that this type of 
radish needs a long, warm 
summer. 

Most of the veg tested are 
members of the cabbage 
family, suffering from the same 
pests, so you have to be vigilant 
against slugs and snails, flea 
beetles, cabbage white 
caterpillars and mealy aphids.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Achillea 

These pretty, fragile-looking 
perennials fit in many garden 
settings. Their wispy, feathery 
green leaves make an attractive 
foil for other border plants, 
while their flat, plate-like 


flower clusters come in a vast 
array of colours. 

Most achilleas are drought- 
tolerant, preferring a sunny 
spot, and will flower from May 
to August. 

Some of the taller varieties 
need staking and can be 
invasive, so check with your 
garden centre or nursery 
before buying. 

Achilleas should be lifted 
and divided every three years 
or so, in autumn or spring. Cut 
back tatty foliage in March to 
encourage new shoots.

Many Brits think ESC is ‘pointless’ 


A CAR anti-skid protection 
system that too few Britons 
are using has been displayed 
in Bedfordshire by motor 
racing star Lewis Hamilton. 

Only two in five drivers 
know of the existence of 
electronic stability control 
(ESC) with an A/VPopulus poll 
showing that more than a 
quarter of 18 to 34-year-olds 
see the system as pointless. 

ESC was shown off on 
Tuesday by Hamilton - who 
finished second in Sunday’s 
British Grand Prix - at a safety 
event at the Millbrook Proving 
Ground. 

The AA said that although 
ESC has the potential to save 



Lewis Hamilton: ESC can 
save 250 lives a year. 

250 lives a year in the UK, car 
showroom staff had not 
promoted the system enough. 

While 27-28 percent of 18 
to 34-year-olds saw ESC as 
pointless, only 13-14 percent 
of over-55s shared this view, 
the AA said. 

Only a third of Britons 
wanted the system in their 


next car compared with 60 
per cent of Germans. 

AA president Edmund King 
said: “Buyers of new cars in 
the UK place much reliance 
on what we are told by sales 
staff at garages but it appears 
that many are not told about 
ESC 

“We hope the Choose ESC 
campaign will inform UK 
motorists about the next best 
safety device since the seat- 
belt and prompt them to ask 
for it when they buy a car. 

“Other optional extras like 
fancy wheels, paint schemes 
and other add-ons may make 
the car look more flash, but 
do nothing in a crash.”
